Langston Well Known. 


News of the crime caused a shud- 
ler of horror throughout the two 
counties where Langston was well- 
known and highly respected. He own- 
ed considerable farm property as well 
as® residénce property ‘in  Fair- 
burn, where he resided. A daughter, 
18 years old, is attending Wesleyan 
Female college at Macon. Another 
(laughter, 16, died a year ago. 

He was well educated, having at- 
tended: Mercer university. His ‘high 
schoo! education was obtained in Fay- 
etteville. He was considered the 
ablest Shakesperian scholar in 
section. For a number of years he 
taught in = the Campbell county 
schools, 

For 15 years, six days a week, 
Langston, who was years old, has 
delivered mail to the rural inhabi- 
tants of the eastern section of Camp- 
bell, the western gection of Fayette 
and the southern part. of Clayton 
counties. His route number is known 
as Fairburn No, 3: 

Paul Latimer, Fairburn postmaster, 
who with Postal Inspector William 
Cole, of Atlanta, conducted an inves- 
tigation immediately after the finding 
of the body, could not state Saturday 
night whether or not any of the mail 
delivery was missing. He did not 
sign for any registered deliveries on 
leaving Fairburn Saturday morning. 

on Not Rebbed. 

The idea of poenene! robbery being 
the motive for the crime was dismissed 
early in the investigation. The dead 
man’s watch, pocketbook, containing 
$1.73 and personal papers, were 
found intact on his person. e was 
noted for aa only small sums 
on his person. airburn merchants 
commented on this fact Saturday aft- 
ernoon. On the first of each month, 
they said, he would get their state- 
ments and write . check in each store. 

Bloodhounds belonging to both 
Campbell and Fayette counties were 
rushed to the scene when the report 
of finding the body was received. The 
dogs trailed for about 100 yards and 
then the scent was lost. It was here 
that tracks, thought to have been 
made by a buggy, were found. These 
were traced by officers to the resi- 
dence of one of the men thought to 
have been implicated in the still. His 
wife stated that she had sent the chil- 
dren, in a light spring wagon, to the 
still to obtain some wood thought to 
have been left there by the officers 
when the still was destroyed. The 
wood, however, had been destroyed. 

Conflicting statements from the ne- 
gro woman and the negro child pre- 
vented a concise recountal of the 
finding of the body The father of 
the negro child, who is said to be the 
man with whom the difficulty over 
the theft arose, was able to estab- 
lish an alibi, according to the officers. 
One of his relatives, known to be 
inimical to Langston, however, was 
alleged to have spent the night at the 
negro’s house. This was denied by 
the father, but staunchly reicerated 
by the young negro children. This 
negro had not been located at a late 
hour at night. 

Did Not Visit Scene. 

Suspicion pointed to the two white 
men because they were alleged to have 
been the only males in the vicinity 
who did not visit the scene of the 
tragedy Saturday afternoon. This was 
one of the principal reasons which 
first brought them under suspicion. 
Sheriff Kerlin indicated. : 

Dr. L. P. Langston, Atlanta dentist 
with offices in the Grant building, a 
brother of the dead man, hurried to 
Fairburn turday 
learning of the tragedy. The daughter 
was also reported to be enroute from 
Macon. ‘ 

W. H. Swanson, 31 Park Drive, a 
foreman of the city section of the At- 
lanta postoffice, and a brother of 
Mrs. Annie Langston, the widow, went 
to the scene Saturday afternoon. 

Sheriff G. B. Jenkins and Deputy 
Sheriff O. W. Gullett, of Campbell 


|county, reached the scene of the trage- 


dy early Saturday afternoon. They 
were first notified by Mrs. G. W 
Phillips, who resides about a mile 
from the lonely spot where the body 
was found, to whom the aged negro 
woman told of her find. Langston 
passed her home “on time” about 
10:30 o’clock, according to Mrs. Phil- 
lips. 
Funeral arrangements had not been 
completed Jate at night. It is probable 
that the burial will be beside his 
daughter in the family plot in Fair- 
burn. ,

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IN BURNS MYSTERY 


Reported That She Heard 
Screams Night Woman 
Was Murdered in Woods 
Near Cleveland. 


Cleveland Ohio, October 28.—(BYy 
The Associated Press). — Prosecutor 
Ostrander.and deputy sheriffs of Lake 


county tonight announced they weré 
going to question/a young’ woman liv-| 
ing near the woods where the mutila- 
ted body of Mrs. Hazel Burns was 
found late Wednesday buried in a 
shallow grave, regarding a report that 


the direction of the woods early Wed- 
nesday morning. A _ neighbor who 


gave the information to the sheriff 
said the girl had told of being awaken- 
ed by shrieks of terror. 

_Cleveland detectives at the same 
time announced they have begun a 
search for the diary of Mrs. Burns, 
reported to contain certain passages 
which would give a clue to the motive 
for the murder. Lake county author- 
ities were also searching the scene of 
the murder for a shovel and gun which 
are thought to have been used in the 
murder, 

Search is also being made by Lake 
county authorities for $2,700 whieh 
Burns claims he had hid in his Cleve- 
land home and was not found in.a 
search of the home by authorities, and 
for diamonds which Mrs. Burns was 
said to have worn. Authorities now 
incline to the belief that possibly Mrs. 
Burns might have been the victim 
of- highwaymen, but say they have 
nothing on which to base this theory 
at present. 

Authorities have virtually abandon- 
ed hope of securing a confession from 
Henry J. Burns, husband of the mur- 
dered woman, who is held in the 
Painesville jail charged with the slay- 
ing. The prisoner is a mental wreck, 
after 55 hours of almost contin- 
ous questioning. He was sent back 
to his cell today, because authorities 
feared that further questioning might 
unbalance his mind. Burns steadfast- 
ly maintains his innocence of the 
crime. 

Authorities announced they will not 
question Burns further, as they do 
not wish to persecute him.

Coffeyville, Kan., October 28.—

“IT am here to tell you very frank- 
ly tonight that I have directed the 
attorney general to bring an action 
against the officials of this klan and 
expel them from this state,” Gov- 
ernor Allen told his audience. No 
charter in Kansas has ever been 
granted to the Ku Klux Klan, the 
chief executive stated, adding tiat 
the klan’s charter was granted at 
Atlanta, Ga., and that to make the 
organization legal in this state the 
sanction of the Kansas charter board 
was prerequisite. 

“Un-American Idea.” 


Governor Allen assailed the growth 
of the organization in Kansas as “an 
astonishing development of prejudice 
which is racial and religious, seek- 
ing to establish in this state the un- 
American idea that we can improve 
the conditions of this state by turn- 
ing the rights‘of government over to 
a masked organization which arro- 
gates unfo itself the right to regu- 
late the individual.” 

Continuing his denunciation of the 
klan, Governor Allen read what he 
said was the oath every klansman 
takes: 

“Mortal man cannot assume a more 
binding oath. Character and courage 
alone will enable you to keep it. Al- 
ways remember that to keep this oath 
tmheans to you honor, happiness and 
life. To violate it means disgrace, 
dishonor, death.” 

His speech, in part, follows: 


“We are confronting in Kansas an: 


astonishing development of prejudice 
which is racial and religious. 


“Incredible Philosophy.” 


“It has- taken the old Ku Klux 
Klan from its grave and revamped it 
for the profit of the organizers. They 
have set up the incredible philosophy 
that we require religious instruction 
from masked men whose characters 
and capacities are concealed by dis- 
guise. They have added to the old 
antipathy to the Catholie, the antip- 
athy to the negro and the antipathy 
to the Jew. 


“In the south and in the far west | 


they have committed many crimes up- 
on the individual, and only recently 
they have invaded this state, which 
was builded strongly upon its resp<et 
for law and order and have given 
us the shocking exhibition at Liberty 
of taking the mayor of a town by 
violence, carrving him to a secludea 
place and whipping him, because he 
refused +o allow this masked society 
to hold a meeting in his hall.” :

—Under the caption “Good News 
from the Sunny South,’ The Boston 
Evening Transcript, most conservative 
of New England dailies, the official 
republican organ of the Bay state, 
reviews with great satisfaction the 
successful fight waged in the south 
against the deadly boll weevil.

The body was~- removed to 
Fort McPherson where it was taken 
in charge by the military authori- 
ties. 

Brown, who has been confined in 
the guard house at the fort since his 
arrest. Thursday morning, Saturday 
afternoon was surrendered to City 
Detectives E. M. Cason and Joe 
Wiley on an order from the federal 
court. He was placed in the Ful- 
ton county jail under a charge of 
murder. 

\Birdie Poulos, of 83 East Ellis 
street, over whom the cutting occur- 
red Saturday night, remained behind 
the bars of the Fulton county jail 
in default of a:$200 bond, under 
which she was ordered held by Judge 
John D. Humphries in the superior 
court as a material witness, 

Pearl Thompson, of the same ad- 
dress, who was arrested with the 
Poulos girl Friday morning by City 
Detectives E. M. Cason and Joe 
Wiley, furnished the $200 bond and 
was released. 

Both girls were ordered held under 
bonds as material witnesses at the 
hearing Saturday morning of the 
habeas corpus writs brought in their 
behalf, seeking their release. 

While first-reports reaching detec- 
tives and police were to the effect 
that the stabbing took place at Ellis 
und Ivy streets, the investigation of 
Detectives Cason and Wiley, it is 
claimed, shows that Quinn was cut by 
Brown in the parlor of the Poulos 
girl’s home and that he walked up 
Fllis to Ivy street, where he fell 
im the soda fountain at the corner, 
begging to be sent to a _ hospital. 

According to the military custom 
formal inquiry into. the death of 
Quinn will be made by a board of 
officers at Fort McPherson Sunday 
morning to determine officially 
whether he met death while in line 
ef duty. 

Following this the body will be 
held for burial, subject to the wishes 
of relatives, according to Captain A.

A brother of Quinn from Chatta- 
nooga, whose initials neither authori- 
ties nor officials at the Grady hos- 
pital knew, was at his bedside in the 
hospital when the end came.

Case So Plain That Inquest 
Will Probably Not 
Be Held. 


Havre, Mont., October 28.—The 
Rev. Leonard Ja(db Christler, rector 
of St. Mark’s Church of the Incarna- 
tion here and widely known as the 
“bishop of ajl outdoors,’ and Mrs. 
Marguerite Carleton, wife of a former 
Montana district judge, who were 
killed yesterday in the clergyman’s 
bome. within a few feet of the room 
where Mrs. Chrigtler was,’were the 
victims of temporary insanity on the 
part of Mrs. Carleton, in the opinion 
of local officials. 

So sure are the officials that the 
deaths represent a murder and sui- 
eide that Coroner John Holland and 
the sheriff's office last night. an- 
| nounced. that no inquest would be held 
wnless relatives of the dead man and 
woman insist on one. 

The theory of the officers received 
confirmation from Dr. D. S. MacKen- 
zie, who was called by Mrs. Christ- 
ler immediately after the shooting. 
Dr. MacKenzie said that when he ar- 
rived at the Chrigtler home, the pis- 
tol with which the two had been 
shot was still grasped in Mrs, Carle- 
ton’s hand and her finger still was on 
the trigger. 

Find No Motive. 


In an unsuccessful effort to estab- 
lish a motive for the shooting, office:y 
yesterday partially reconstructed a 
number of letters found in a par- 
tially destroyed condition in the room 
Mrs, Carleton had occupied in a local 
‘hoteh They declared, however, that 
they could find no mention of the 
dead clergyman in these letters, which 
came from Mrs. Carleton’s mother, 
daughter and husband, former Judge 
Frank Carleton, from whom she was 
separated. One of the letters from 
the husband, officers said, mentioned 
that he was sending her a sum of 
money. 

Mrs. Christler, describing the shoot- 
ing, said that Mrs. Carleton came to 
the Christler home Thursday night 
and remained until Friday morning, 
talking to the Rev. and Mrs. Christ- 
ler. When she started to leave, the 
clergyman accompanied her toward 
the entrance, the widow said, and had 
just: shut a door hetween a small hal? 
and the room where Mrs. Christler 
was left, when two shots rang out. 
Mrs. Christler opened the door and 
found the bodies, 


All Prominent. 


All of the principals in the tragedy 
were prominent, both in Montana and 
elsewhere. The Rev. Christler, who 
was 46 years old, had held charges 
in New York and New Jersey. He 
came to Montana in 1907 as mission- 
ary of the Milk River Valley and had 
developed his field into one of the lar- 
gest mission territories in the United 
States. 

Mrs. Christler is the daughter of 
the Inte David Wadsworth, Auburn, 
N. Y., manufacturer, and is a niece 
of United States Senator J. W. 
Wadsworth, Jr., of New York.

Federal Reserve bank, a member o 
the board, was enthusiastic over the 
report of the army’s activities. “It 
is a remarkable showing,’ Mr. Mce- 
Cord said, “especially in view of the 
fact that the appeal was unsuccess- 
ful this year, and the army is being 
forced to economize in every way pos- 
sible.” 
, “It has been a great source of pleas- 
ure to all members of the board,” Mr. 
Arkwright said, “that the local offi- 
cials of the army have been so able 
and efficient in the distribution of 
the funds donated in the appeal this 
year. Atlantans who appreciate the 
great work they are doing can not fail 
to feel a glow “of satisfaction that 
their individual] contributions have 
been so worthily spent.”

Struck by Man in an 
Automobile. 


Frank Hudson, negro employee of 
the Auto Service station, on North 
avenue between Peachtree and$ West 
Peachtree, was attacked by four men 
as he was passing the Garber Dance 
hall on Peachtree near North avenue. 

The men had driven up along side 


the curb and’ as Hudson passed one 
of them struck him. The negro, 
frightened, pulled a pistol from his 
pocket and fired twice in the air. 

~ Patrolmen J. H. Davis and J, Nor- 
ris, who were standing nearby rush- 
ed to the scene and placed Hudson 
under arrest as his assailants fled. 

After the shots were fired and

To Curb Communists, 

After the extent of this communis- 
tie movement was reali and after 
seizure of industrial plants in some 
cities and agricultural properties in 
others, the Fascisti, composed mainly 
of the younger men, came to the 
fore to oppose the progresg of the 
communists, and, if necessary, to com- 
pel the government to resist the com- 
munistie forces. Benito Mussolini, 
former socialist and editor of the so- 
cialist paper. Avanti, is its principal 
leader, and has enlisted in the move- 
ment men of varying political and 
economic ideas. . 

The power of the Fascisti was 
shown within a short time, the con- 
servatives claiming that they domi- 
nated in the beginning with relative- 
ly sma! numbers: because of their su- 
perior intelligence and military train- 
ing.

Hopkins, chairman of its national 
executive committee, that in seven 
etates contests have already narrowed 
down ,to a two-party fight “with the 
chances in favor of the progressives.” 
The states, he said, are Pennsylvania, 
South Dakota, North Dakota, Idaho, 
Wisconsin, Nebraska and Delaware. 

Mr. Hopkins has just‘returned from 
a tour of Pennsylvania and Delaware 
and previously had visited all of the 
The states, he said, are Pennsylvania, 
in the field under various titles. 

Analyzing the contests Mr. Hop- 
kins said that in Idaho, where two 
eongressmen and a state ticket have 
been named, it is a neck and neck 
race between the democrats and the 
progressives.

Mrs. Rosier’s Infant later. 
rupts Murder Trial With 
Noisy Laughter. 


Philadelphia, October 28.—Exami- 
natioh of additional defense wit- 
nesses in the trial of Mrs, Catherine 
Rosier, charged with the slaying of 
Oscar Rosier, her husband, and his 
stenographer, Miss Mildred Geraldine 
Reckett, will occupy all day and part 
of Tuesday, the defendant’s counsel 
announced today. A verdict in the 
present trial, which is on the indict- 
ment for murder of the gir), is there- 
fore not expected before Wednesday. 

The court had to banish the Rosier 
baby, Richard, today because of the 
child’s noisy laughter, alternated with 
ear-plercing yells. Richard, who has 
figured prominently in the trial, fur- 
nished another feature of the day. 
This was when Mrs. Ralph Chapelle, 
the defendant's aunt, who had been 
appointed Richard’s custodian by the 
court, was called to the stand. She 
mounted the platform with the child 
in her arms and Assistant District 
Attorney Speiser immediately protest- 
ed such a course, maintaining vigor- 
ously that it was an attempt to in- 
fluence: the minds of the jurymen. 
Judge Barrett ordered the child 
transferred to other arms. 

Despite her collapse yesterday, 
Mrs. Rosier entered court calmly, ap- 
parently suffering no distress from 
the valvular heart trouble with which 

hysicians announced she was af- 
licted.

The Constitution’s first tournament

They will be reeled off in just‘about 
that order, although no definite de- 
cision has been reached on this phase 
of the interesting schedule. How- 
ever, the second of the tournaments 
will be started Wednesday over the 
East Lake course, when the qualifying 
round will be uncorked. 

Some minor changes have been made 
in the rules that will govern the East 
Lake tournament, but they will in no 
way affect the general administration 
of the event. It will be conducted 
much along the lines that prevailed at 
Druid Hills. and we believe the ladies 
who took part in that tournament will 
agree that everything moved off 
smoothly last week. 

Larger Entry List. 

One big difference, however, seems 
to be certain. We speak now of the 
list of starters. When The Consti- 
tution’s turnament at Druid Hills 
was first announced, a week ago ex- 
actly, most of the feminine golfers 
didn’t w what it was all about.

According to a report recently ren- 
dered by one of the committees, more 
seasons should be added to the build- 
ing industry in ordgr that abnormal 
rush periods, as well as periods of 
unemployment might be eliminated. In 
the investigation covering a period of 
several weeks the committee found 
that the building industry in that city 
distinctly affected twenty-nine skilled 
occupations with more than 150,000 
people employed. 

_ In summarizing the situation and 
its possible remedies, the congress 
made it plain that custom is really the 
biggest influence. causing the peak 


loads on the demand for labor, e#- 


pecially during the renting season. It 
is said that careful investment and 
speculative construction on new build- 
ings classified itself into three main 
divisions, apartment houses, commer- 
cial buildings and, loft buildings or 
warehouses, “The periods for renting 
these types of structures are based 
largely upon custom and tradition and 
have an important bearing on labor 
demand.” 
Remedy Suggested. 

In suggesting a remedy for the sea- 
sonal unemployment, which is one of 
the great difficulties encountered in 
Atlanta, both by the investors and 
the building trades crafts, the New 
York building congress says: 

“While the congress is aware that 
a full remedy for the evils of gsea- 
sonal unemployment cannot be found 
because of weather conditions, oppor- 
tunity for investment, emergency and 
the will of the owner and speculator, 
gtill the opinion is general that much 
can be done to adjust elements that 
effect peak demands upon labor and as 
a result decrease much of the uwn- 
necessary loss and costs to which 
the building industry is now subjected. 

“With this understanding the fol- 
lowing recommendations are made in 
the hope that they will be suggestive 
to owners, investors, real estate brok- 
ers, architects, engineers, material 
manufacturers, contractors, skilled la- 
borers and others interested in the 


building industry:

Burns, held in the Lake county 
jail at Painesville on a first degree 
murder charge, has come through an 
almost continuous three-day siege of 
grilling still adamant in his denial.

A RIOT OF MURDER. 
Upon the first page of most 
American newspapers Saturday 
morning were many reports, each 
of major “gews value,” bearing 
directly upon as many different in- 
stances of murder. 


In each of these cases 2 woman 
is either definitely known or alleged 
to have done the killing; five of 
them involved the killing of a man, 
and in all but one the “eternal tri- 
angle” is a feature. 


These murders were committed, 
not in any one section of the coun- 
try, but were widely distributed 
geographically—only one in the 
south, that being the case in which 
a woman killed her husband in At- 
lanta and has just been taken to the 
state prison to begin serving a life 
sentence. 

One of the crimes was commit- 
ted in New Jersey; one in Califor- 
nia; one in Pennsylvania; another 
in Ohio, and the sixth, in Montana. 


This astounding array of “mur- 
der news” ‘appearing in one day is 
not unusual. 

It portrays the chaotic and un- 
settled condition of the time through 
which we are passing, and a condi- 
tion which is local to no place or 
section, but which is general 
throughout the whole world. 

It suggests a veritable riot of de- 
bauchery and murder, and it chal- 
lenges the best and most conscien- 
tious thought of mankind in the dis- 
covery and application of the 
remedy. 


WORK FOR THE LAYMAN. 

From the standpoint of spiritual 
progress and. the promotion of 
church development, no more im- 
portant work was accomplished by 
the quadrennial general conference 
of the ‘Methodist Episcopal church, 
south, held at Hot Springs, Ark., 
last May, than that of inaugurating

On account of the numerical and 
spiritual. strength of the great 
Methodist denomination, its prog- 
ress and movements are not of 
concern to its members only, but 
are followed with interest by the 
general public irrespective of re- 
ligious affiliations.

KEEP THE REDS OUT. 

Not all of the revolutionists and 
bolshevists of Europe are confined 
to Russia. The communist party in 
France is just as “red” as” either 
Lenine or Trotzky would make it, 
and yet, through an inexplicable gap 
in the immigration net, it seems 
possible that Jean Longuet, the high 
apostle of that party; may get into 
the United States for the avowed 
purpose of reuniting the revolu- 
tionary forces in this country with 
those of Europe. 

Longuet is a grandson of the late 
Karl Marx, and that ought to be 
sufficient to put a stamp of red 
upon him that would at least de- 
mand a thorough investigation be- 
fore his passport is vised. His 
complete mastery of the English 
language and his unquestioned con- 
nection with the evolutionists of 
continental Europe woud make him 
a dangerous figure in this country 
if we are really in earnest in sup- 
pressing revolutionary thought and 
spirit. | . 

The government refused recogni- 
tion to the soviet government, and 
very properly so; and for the same 
reason agitators who aim to set up 
that government in America should 
be excluded. 


It will be recalled that during the 
Wilson administration a radical was 
placed jn charge of the immigration 
offices in New York, unwittingly no 
doubt on the part of the president, 
who did not know of his revolu- 
tionary proclivities.

The success that has been attain- 
ed by those cotton farmers who 
combated the weevil successfully 
rthis year, having learned the les- 
son that most provident farmers 


years. of weevil experience, will be 
of inestimable value {n planning for 
another year, and better ‘conditions 
generally may be expected from 
this time forward. 

Just as the weevil invaded the 
entire cotton belt by degrees, just 
so is the cotton belt learning.in the 
same ratio how to grow the staple 
successfully under weevil conditions, 
and the experience has been valu- 
able in a way, for it has broken the 
fetters of single crop bondage, and 
at the same time proven that cot- 
ton is and will always remain the 
paramount money crop of the south. 

As pointed out in .a special ar- 
ticle by James A, Hollomon in 
Thursday’s Constitution, the time 
for beginning the fight against 
weevil destruction another year is 
right now. The stalks should be 
turned under by all méans before 
frost,.thus lessening the possibility 
of over-winter hibernation; and by 
the same token the cotton farmers 
Should begin now to arrange .the 
details fey next year’s supply of 
Calcium arsenate, which is an-essen- 
tial feature of successfully growing 
cotton in infested areas.

The true singer may be neglected 
for a time, but he comes into his 
own at last. 

Thus there has lately been sub- 
stantial. memorial recognition of 
Eugene Field and James Whitcomb 
Riley, and this, from the Portland 
Oregonian, among many heart-felt 
tributes to their memory, seems to 
fully express the genuine love and 
affection of the people for the 
dead, but !mmortal, singers of the 
people’s songs: ss 

“The human heart !s very. simple 
save when it pretends not to be. 
The old causations etir it fully as 


dearly as ever they have, and one 
has but to blend certain ingredients 


upon that heart at will. To such as 
have this gift the touch of sympathy 
is sure, the note of kindliness neither 
muted nor overstressed. The world 
does not say of them that they are 
brillfant beyond all other craftsmen. 
It contents iteelf with leving them. 
That is why the singer who wrote 


fof ‘Little Boy Blue’ cannot be for- 


gotten, though all the vers librists 
twang their lyres in wild digcord; 
and that is why the name of Riley 
is an enduring thing. Both Riley 
and Field did not consciously seek 
for fame—and fame, who !s a most 
mercurial maiden, came to them 
with her gifts. 

“If: someone will pass this way 
again to write another poem as 
gently genuine as ‘That Old Sweet- 
heart of Mine,’ or ‘Little Boy Blue,’ 
he need not dread the here nor the 
hereafter.” 


Riley, in paying tribute to sing- 
ers of the home songs, uncon- 
sciously wrote himself down in 
these lines:

ST. PHILIP’S CATHEDRAL, 

The significance of the celebra- 
tion of the seventy-fifth anniversary 
of the founding of St. Philip’s Ca-. 
thedral extends far beyond the cir- 
cle of the membership of that con- 
gregation or of that of the Episco- 
palian dénomination. 

Not only is St. Philip’s Cathedral 
literally the “mother church” of its 
denomination in the metropolitan 
district of Atlanta, but its history is 
largely the history of this city. 

The St. Philipts congregation was 
Organized almost coincident with 
the birth of the city—tndeed, dur- 
ing the preceding year. 

From the very beginning, in 1847,

The congregation during its ini- 
tial year comprised scarcely more 
than a score of members, and St. 
Philip’s was then the only Episcopal 
church in: Atlanta and vicinity. 

Today it has more than 1,000 
members; and the denomination has 
five churches in Atlanta proper and 
as many more in suburban com- 
munities, all of which have sprung 
from the parent institution. 

No church organization has been 
more closely identified with Atlan- 
ta’s growth and development, and 
none has done more to promote its 
welfare and progress during the last 
three-quarters of a century. 

The people of Atlanta, irrespec- 
tive of denomihational or other: af- 
filiation, may well join in felicttating 
the Cathedral organization upon its 
splendid record of achievement and 
upon the position it occupies as 
one of the leading religious institu- 
tions of this cpmmunity. -

AN EXAMINATION OF ROOTS 


More than once, these notes have 
been reproached with their fondness 
for fiction: just reproaches are always 
most painful, and even the conviction 
that there are quite a dozen bearable 
novels to one bearable play, several 
hundred to one poem or one biography 
and no. jess than a score to a book of 
not too whimaical essays, makes one 
dedicate a whole Sunday to mere 
stories ‘with a lightly apologetic feel- 
ing. So, with all the fall novels upon 
us, it seems expedient to take them up 
by the wholesale and dispose of half a 
dozen or 80 at once by the simple de- 
vice of knocking their heatis together. 
Only last week, Mr. Hugh Walpole 
publicly mourned the wickedness of re- 
viewers who insist upon pufling young 
authors np to see how they are grow- 
ing; it is easy, of course, io see the 
point of view of the author who is be- 
ing pulled up, but is also easy to see 
the point of view of the critic who can 
scarcely avoid a very real interest in 
discovering that his most cherished 
novelist is really growing or a very 
real sorrow in the more usual dis- 
covery that he is shrinking. Mr. Wal- 
pole’s case in point is Mr. Joseph Her- 
gesheimer and “The Bright Shawl,” and 
he politely refuses to consider it in 
relation to “The Three Black Pennys’, 
to that “Java Head” which is even 
now being reduced to the cinemato- 
graph in old Salem, or to “Linda 
Condon”. : 

_ Hergesheimer’s New Book. 

For some two years, ever since the 
publication of “San Cristobal de la 
Habana”, Mr. Hergesheimer’s admir- 
ers have been eager for the tale of 
Cuba which was conjured up for him 
by the beautiful shawl he found in 
the narrow little street where Havana

In 1920 the cotton crop numbered

ed 398,086 bales or 28.2 per cent. 

In 1921 the crop numbered 787,-

Of that crop north Georgia pro- 
duced 244.026 bales or 31 per cent;

1920 cotton was priced on farm at 
15.8 cents per pound; 1921, at 16.6 
eents a pound. We are dealing now 
with the value of the 1921 shortage 
cotton. On that basis, north Georgia 
lost $11,005,966; middle Georgia, 
$29,422,753; south Georgia lost $11,- 
99,016. 

The value of shortaze of cotton 
may be regarded as lost for the rea- 
son that, under more favorable con- 
ditions, and adherence to the rules 
of true economy in farm manage- 
ment, the shortage would not have 
occurred.

An Expanding Universe 


A new outpost of the stellar sys- 
tem has been found. That sounds like 
f-~eign news with a vengeance. A 
dispatch from Cambridge, Mass., taken 
from the official bulletin issued at the 
Harvard observatory, says that a new 
cluster of stars has been located in 
the constellation of Lynx. — This new 
outpost of the skies is said to be a 
hundred and_ sixty-five thousand 
“light years’ distant from our own. 
When one remembers that a light year 
is a measurement made in terms of the 
time which -it takes a ray of light. 
traveling at the rate of 190,000 miles 
per second, to cover the distance be- 
tween Lynx and .our sun, we have a 
staggering challenge to our imagina- 
tion. The calculation is made_ by 
astronomers that this is 990 auadril- 
ians of miles from the sun. 

These figures mean little in the 
realm of mathematics to the average 
layman, but it does set one to dream- 
ing. A clear winter night has a gift 
of dazzling beanty for every eye which 
will look upward. There is a dignity 
in its starlit dome, with its subdued 
radiance of golden glory, its vast en- 
circling sweep and its silent expres 
sion of power, which has an imm t- 
ate suggestion of the Divine.

My dear Madam Regent: 

The Daughterg of the American 
Revolution are pioneers in the great 
and vital work of making “Better 
Americans” by means of our patriotic 
educational work. Therefore ~ the 
Americanization work of the national 
society but helps to strengthen our 
organization and develop the work in 


every state—and our state will ad- 
vance in this great work as the illit- 
eracy of our own people and of the 
foreigners that come into our midst, 
is overcome. 

The world war uncovered appalling 
facts as to illiteracy in every state in 
the union, our own beloved Georgia 
being very near to the bottom of the 
list. It is true that in this state we 
have not the huge mass of unassimi- 
lated immigrants, Our problém is 
chiefly in the numbers of our citizens 
who, so far, have-not been reached by 
our public schools. To remedy this, 
our industrial schools—Martha Berry, 
St. John’s Haven and Tamassee—are 
endeavoring to educate young people 
who will carry the torch of patriofic 
education home to the mountains. Aid 
given to these schools is seed sown for 
the harvest. 

One of the best forms of American- 
ization work and a ‘sure safeguard 
of our civilization; is the Girl’s Home- 
makers’ clubs—where our own daugh- 
ters, the daughters of our neighbors 
and of the foreigners in our midst, 
are taught to love the pleasant tasks 
of homemaking while yet their minds 
are plastic. 

To promote a love of country, let 
us urge your chapter to see that a 
flag is on every school house in your 
jurisdiction, if you have not already 
done this. Place the flag code— 
framed, if possible—in every school 
building and urge the teachers to 
make plain to the pupils the , meaning 
as well as the text of the American’s 
creed. Urge the teaching of ‘patriotic 
songs in schools and that. pupils be 
taught to stand, uncovered, when the 
“Star Spangled Banner” is sung or 
played and when the flag passes by. 

The “Manual for the Information of 
Immigrants” is a fine aid in teach: 
ing citizenship and can be used to ad- 
vantage in the schools. “A copy should 
be in the hands of every teacher who 
has classes abo the fourth grade 
and especially in the high schools. 
Urge your chapter to take action at 
once on the request of the national 
society for 25c per capita to be used 
to reprint the manual for distribution 
among immigrants and send the 
amount due to our state treasurer.

‘How Men and Women 


‘May Work Together. 


Mrs. R. A. Heinsohn, of Sylvester, 
president of the second district, made 


one of the hits of the recent conven- 
; tien in Athens in her three-minute 
‘talk- on “Women As a Working 
Power: « 

_ “When our beloved president an- 
i nounced to us district presidents as 
‘our ‘oratorical’ subjects for this even- 
ing,” said Mrs. Heinsohn, “I was not 
just sure whether sha said “Woman 
As a Working Power’ or ‘Woman As — 
the Working Power,’ because some- 
| times { think that, judging from the 
multiplicity of her tasks, woman is 
unquestionably the working power. 
Certain it is that a woman who is 
a successful home-maker, companion, 
mother,.. church worker, and club 
worker is called upon to exercise 
about every form of ingenuity known 
;to man and is at least a power, } 
, not the power. 

' “But I am not here to eulogize 
women. I don’t think they can do 
everything. I do believe, though, that 
humanly speaking, men and women 
together can do everything. I am, in 
this connection, very much like the 
little boy who was boasting to his 
friends that he-and his father knew 
everything there was to know. One of 
his older friends overheard the ¢on- 
versation and said to him. ‘If you 
and your father know everything there 
is to know, what is Binstein’s theory 
of relatively?’ Without a moment's 
lesitation the little fellow replied, 
‘I don’t know that, you see that’s 
one of the things father knows.’ So 
while I think that men and women 
together can do ‘everything there is 
to do.” I think there are a great 
many things that neither of them 
working alone can do. 

“In the realm of creative genius it 
has long been conceded that man holds 
indisputably the first place. True, 
there have arisen all through the ages 
women who have become master paint- 
_ ters, sculptresses, master musicians and 
| we have had some great literary gen- 
iuses, but is is an accepted fact that 
men have been the recipients of a more 
liberal endowment of creative genius 
than women. However, in working 
with women, and in studying them. 
I have come to wonder if after all 
they are not endowed with a superior 
quality of creative genius than that 
possessed by man. Man’s creations 
are physical, tanzible; woman's 
creations are spiritual, intangfble. 
Man creates a tangible house, wom- 
an creates the atmosphere that makes 
of that house a home. Recently we 
Lave had a very concrete example 
of these two different forms of crea- 
five genius, when we found that our 
Georgia men had created some won- 
derful Georgia products, but that it 
took the Georgia women to create 
a public demand for these products. 

“And so it has been borne homé to 
me very forcibly that herein lies wom- 
ans great power as a working force. 
If an evil exists in a community or 
a state, woman can create such a 
sentiment against that thing that it 
cannot possibly live anc thrive. — If 
Some constructive piece of work needs 
to be done (and we have so many that 
we are working for now through ‘the 
Federation), women ean and wil] ere- 
ate such a sentiment in favorof these 
consiructive ideas that they will un- 
questionably be put into operation. 

**The men are our best friends. They 
are always ready and willing to help. 
but we must create the sentiment 
against existing evils and the demand 
| Or constructive measures. I believe 
that herein lies woman’s great privi- 
lege and great responsibility as a 
working power.” ’
